A 5-foot steel t-post was found 0.5 feet east of the stone. A Monroe County Surveyor Marker sign was found attached 


to the west side of the post 2.9 feet above grade and facing the stone.

This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference System CORS 
network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations collected 
with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK GNSS 
observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations. Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground.
